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Continuation of 3. NOTE: The proposed amendment adds the limitation of the processing vessel having a flowing stream of a composite 
fluid to be processed for the purpose of separating the composite fluid stream into two or more disparate streams and the limitation of 
combining the apparatus claim with a method for establishing a continuous mass plug flow of each of the disparate streams as they flow 
through the vessel. Both of these new limitations raise new issues that would require further consideration and/or search, including 
whether the independent claim is a proper claim under 35 U.S.C. 101 (i.e., improper combination of method claim and apparatus claim). 
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
